SCHOOL REPORT. 


The work of the past year has gone quietly on, following 
about the same course as that of last year. Three schools have 
been in session thirty-six weeks. The opening of the No. 12 school 
for the spring term was delayed two weeks, while necessary repairs 
were being made, while the illness of the teacher at the No. 4 
school necessitated the closing of that school for a week during the 
winter term. , 

W. E. Davis having resigned, E. S$. Moore was appointed to 
fill the vacancy for the remainder of the year. 

Several teachers have resigned, but we have been fortunate 
in securing others equally competent to fill the vacancies. There 
is such a demand for trained teachers everywhere that it is diffi- 
cult to secure the best with the means at our disposal. 

We would call the attention of the parents to the fact that 
work in mixed schools is seriously hampered by the practice of 
sending primary children into the schools at any time of the year. 

And if parents could realize how little good the child gets by 
being thrust into the school where there is no class for him to 
enter, and where he can receive but a few minutes of the teacher’s 
time, we are sure that this great evil would be avoided. 

And we recommend that children be not permitted to enter the 
schools at any other time than the fall term, unless they be quali- 
fied to pursue the work of some regular class. 

As the cost of tuition at the Appleton Academy has been raised 
from $8 to $10 per term, the town should make provision for that 
when making their annual appropriation for schools. 

During the past year many improvements have been made on 
the academy building, and with the splendid work being done 
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under the present management we think the trustees of this insti- 
tution are to be congratulated. The steadily increasing number 
of pupils from other towns shows that they are alive to the effi- 
ciency of the school. 

We are very proud of the progress that is being made by our — 
Finn pupils. his is all the more remarkable when one considers 
that many of them labor under the disadvantage of not being able | 
to speak our language when they enter school. There are 125 
pupils in our schools at the present time, and of this number 
nearly one third are of Finn parentage. 

We are glad to note that New Ipswich is one of those towns 
which have voted for supervision. As yet there has been no dis- 
trict organized, but we hope this is one of the things to be in the 
near future. It would greatly lighten the burden of the school 
board, and bring the schools into a much better condition than is 
possible under the present system.
